CHICAGO  --  The  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  has 
awarded  a  $129,500  research  grant  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  for 
work  on  a  project  that  may  lead  to  a  new  rocket  engine  for  interplanetary 
space  travel o 

Dr.  Herbert  Weinstein,  associate  professor  of  chemical  engineering 
at  IIT,  is  the  principal  investigator  in  the  research  project  which  is 
being  conducted  to  determine  the  economic  and  scientific  feasibility  of 
using  gaseous  uranium  as  fuel  for  a  very  high  performance  exotic  nuclear 
rocket  system  for  interplanetary  space  vehicles.   The  current  grant  is  a 
supplementary  award  to  previous  grants  for  the  project  which  was  begun  in 
June,  1964.   The  work  is  expected  to  continue,  under  the  additional  award, 
to  January  31,  1968,  according  to  Dr ,  Weinstein. 

Weinstein  said  the  study,  titled  "Turbulence  Coefficients  and  Stability 
Studies  for  the  Coaxial  Flow  of  Dissimilar  Fluids,"  is  limited  to  the 
laboratory,  and  is  far  from  development  for  actual  rockets  at  the  moment.

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CHICAGO  —  This  month  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  begins  its 
tenth  consecutive  year  conducting  special  institutes  for  mathematics 
and  science  teachers  at  the  junior  high,  high  school  and  college  levels. 
For  teachers  participating  in  these  programs,  tuition  and  book  and  travel 
allowances  are  paid  by  the  National  Science  Foundation. 

The  In-Service  Institutes  allow  teachers  to  study  in  regular  courses 
without  reducing  their  commitments  to  their  individual  schools,  while 
the  Academic  Year  Institute  program  supports  teachers  who  have  been 
released  from  their  schools  for  a  year  of  full-time  study  on  the  I IT 
campus.   Classes  in  these  institutes  start  on  September  18  for  junior 
high  school,  high  school  and  college  mathematics  teachers. 

On  September  23  classes  start  in  the  Saturday  In-Service  Institute 
for  junior  high  school  and  high  school  science  and  mathematics  teachers. 
These  specially-designed  courses  help  the  teachers  to  cope  with  changes 
already  taking  place  in  secondary  schools. 

Other  NSF-sponsored  programs  conducted  by  I IT  include  full  and 
part-time  Summer  Institutes  for  secondary  teachers,  a  Summer  In-Service 
Institute  for  college  teachers,  a  Research  Participation  Program  for 
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college  teachers,  and  Saturday  and  Summer  programs  for  gifted  high 
school  students.   The  combination  of  all  programs,  supported  nationally 
by  the  NSF  in  order  to  improve  mathematics  and  science  education  in 
schools  and  colleges  throughout  the  country,  makes  IIT  one  of  the  current 
leaders  in  this  field. 

At  a  luncheon  for  participants  of  the  Summer  Institutes,  Dr. 
James  Brophy,  IIT  vice  president  for  academic  affairs,  commented  on 
this  function  of  the  Institution:   "...As  a  university  which  emphasizes 
science  and  technology,  it  is  altogether  fitting  that  IIT  should  be 
deeply  concerned  with  matters  whicu  pertain  to  the  education  of  our 

youth  in  these  areas." 

According  to  Dr.  Haim  Reingold,  IIT  mathematics  department  chairman 
and  director  of  several  of  the  Institutes,  "The  teacher  can  be  no  more 
competent  in  the  classroom  than  his  knowledge  of  his  subject  permits. 
Most  school  programs  suffer  from  the  limited  subject-matter  competence 
of  at  least  some  of  its  teachers;  in  numerous  cases  this  deficiency  is 
very  severe.   But  with  adequate  upgrading  in  subject-area  competence, 
many  teachers  who  are  now  relatively  weak  in  their  fields  can  develop 
into  fully  qualified  professionals.   In  focusing  on  subject-matter  study, 
these  Institute  programs  help  lay  the  groundwork  for  substantial  individual 
attainments,"

Silva,  who  lives  in  Chicago,  was  born  im 
has  painted  and  eschibited  extensively  in  Paris  and  Rome,  and  has  also 
painted  in  Central  and  South  America,   The  major  part  of  this  current 
exhibition  was  shown  at  the  Cultural  Institute  in  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico, 
in  February  of  this  year. 

In  1952  he  held  a  one-man  exhibition  of  etchings  at  the  Art 
Institute  of  Chicago,  and  in  1955  was  awarded  the  Institute's  William 
Clusman  Pri^e  for  oil  painting.   He  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
the  School  of  the  Art  Institute  since  1959  and  has  continued  to  exhibit 
extensively. 
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Silva's  paintings  have  been  described  by  a  critic  in  Ce-Mat in-le-Pays , 
Paris,  as  having  the  spirit  and  dignity  of  Greco-Roman  frescoes.   The 

art  critic  of  The  Milwaukee  Journal  wrote:   "Silva  is  not  a  symbolist, 
nor  is  he  a  surrealist o   He  has  been  called  a  'post-symbolist'  and  a 
'post-surrealist.'   His  paintings  are  charged  with  depth  of  meaning, 

with  consciousness  of  the  passing  of  time  and  with  a  philosopher's 

pondering  over  the  meaning  of  life =». There  is  a  tremendous  vitality  in 
everything  that  Silva  does,  as  well  as  a  wealth  of  imagination. . .Silva 
is  tireless  and  energetic.   Enthusiasm  for  his  work  is  constantly  renewed.' 

Speaking  of  his  work,  Silva  states:   "I  should  prefer  to  have  my 
paintings  regarded  as  pictorial  works  without  need  of  verbal  essplanation. 
The  following  observations,  therefore,  are  offered  with  the  recognition 
that  they  may  confuse  more  than  they  elucidate. 

"These  paintings  are  populated  with  strange  personages  that  point 
and  make  signs  to  each  other  and  often  suspend  themselves  in  nothingness, 
defying  gravity.   They  should  not  be  looked  at  as  real  persons,  but  as 
images  which  introduce  themselves  into  the  paintings  when  I  enter  into 
battle  with  the  world  of  ideas.   These  liberties  outside  the  rational 
are  not  capricious.   The  world  of  art  is  an  illusory,  illogical, 
imaginary  world  where  everything  is  possible,  including  all  that  lies 
hidden  beneath  the  many  strata  of  eaeperiences  and  problems  that  constitute 
the  realities  of  the  empirical  world.   Art  has  its  own  realities. 
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"I  have  painted  in  the  most  natural  style  that  my  intelligence 
and  capacity  permit  in  confronting  the  problem  of  representing  the  human 
figure  as  a  graphic  sign  and  in  dealing  with  the  significances  that  the 
image  implies o   By  utilizing  these  symbolic  indications,  I  seek  to 
point  to  a  hidden  dimension  that  has  nothing  to  do  with  technique, 
realism,  or  literary  meaning,  that  is  not  found  on  the  surface  of  the 
canvas,  and  that  transcends  the  plastic  substance,  transporting  us  to 
regions  more  intimate  and  personal."

I     In  commenting  on  the  appointment,  Dr.  Ralph  G.  Owens,  dean  of  the 
college  of  engineering  and  physical  sciences,  said,  "Professor  Swanson's 
twenty- two  years  on  the  I IT  faculty  well  qualify  him  to  maintain  and 
enhance  the  present  educational  excellence  of  the  chemical  engineering 
department." 

1     Professor  Swanson  received  a  B.S.  in  chemical  engineering  from  IIT 
lin  1942.

CHICAGO  —  The  appointment  of  Professor  Lester  C.  Peach  as  chairman 
of  the  department  of  electrical  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  was  announced  today  by  Dr.  James  J.  Brophy,  academic  vice 
president. 

In  commenting  on  the  appointment,  Dr.  Ralph  G.  Owens,  dean  of  the 
college  of  engineering  and  physical  sciences,  said,  "Under  the  leadership 
of  Professor  Peach,  the  electrical  engineering  department  will  continue 
to  expand  and  broaden  its  research  activities  and  enhance  its  present 
educational  excellence." 

Professor  Peach  has  been  on  the  IIT  faculty  since  1957.   He  has 
also  been  a  research  engineer  in  the  electronics  division  at  IIT  Research 
Institute  since  1962.   Prior  to  joining  the  faculty  he  was  a  research 
engineer  at  IITRI  (then  Armour  Research  Foundation)  from  1953  to  1957. 
Previously  he  had  been  a  field  engineer  at  General  Electric  Co.  in 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.  and  a  process  engineer  in  manufacturing  research  with 
the  International  Harvester  Co.  in  Chicago.

His  special  fields  of  interest  include  radar  detection  systems  and 
electronic  instrumentation.   He  is  also  engaged  in  theoretical  studies 
of  adaptive  multichannel  reception  which  are  aimed  at  developing  concepts 
for  minimizing  the  distortion  of  radio  signals  generated  during  propagation. 
He  has  co-authored  (with  L.  J.  Greenstein)  a  paper  on  this  subject  which 
will  be  presented  at  the  1967  National  Electronics  Conference  in  Chicago. 

Currently  he  is  engaged  in  two  research  programs.   One  involves 
the  experimental  development  of  a  mobile  radar  system  to  be  used  for  the 
study  of  clear  air  turbulence  by  Dr.  David  Atlas  of  the  University  of 
Chicago.   In  the  other  activity  he  supervises  undergraduate  student 
research  which  has  involved  the  development  of  electronic  medical  devices 
for  the  medical  staffs  at  Michael  Reese  Hospital,  Chicago  Medical  School 
and  the  Chicago  Rehabilitation  Center.   This  undergraduate  research 
participation  program  in  electrical  engineering  has  been  sponsored  by  the 
National  Science  Foundation  at  IIT  for  the  past  six  years. 

Professor  Peach  said  that  the  electrical  engineering  department 
will  maintain  its  recognized  educational  status  in  power  while  continuing 
to  strengthen  such  areas  as  electronics,  communications,  antennas  and 
microwaves,  network  theory,  and  control  systems.   He  also  noted  that 
current  developments  in  computer  technology,  such  as  integrated  circuits 
'  and  microminiaturization,  will  have  considerable  impact  on  the  future 
curricula  of  his  department  because  "computers  are  rapidly  changing  our 
thinking  about  electronic  systems  design."

CHICAGO  --  The  reorganization  of  the  department  of  political  and 
social  science  into  two  new  departments  was  announced  today  by  Dr. 
James  J.  Brophy,  academic  vice  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of 

Technology„ 

The  new  units  are  the  department  of  political  science  and  the 

department  of  sociology,  both  in  the  college  of  liberal  arts.   Dr. 

Brophy  also  named  Dr„  Edward  M.  Levine,  associate  professor  of  political 

science,  and  Dr.,  Richard  Laskin,  associate  professor  of  sociology, 

acting  chairmen  of  their  respective  departments. 

In  commenting  on  the  establishment  of  the  two  departments,  Dr. 

Hans  0.  Mauksch,  dean  of  the  college  of  liberal  arts,  said.,  "This 

reorganization  will  enable  the  disciplines  to  pursue  their  academic 

growth  with  increased  vigor  and  effectiveness." 

According  to  Dean  Mauksch,  the  political  science  department  includes 

a  graduate  program  in  political  science  and  public  administration.   The 
latter  program  emphasizes  the  sophisticated  administrative  skills  required 
in  an  increasingly  complex  technological  age.   He  also  pointed  out  that 
the  sociology  department  offers  graduate  programs  including  the  only

master's  degree  program  in  sociology  specifically  designed  for  high 
school  social  studies  teachers.   This  program  is  supported  by  the 
National  Science  Foundation. 

Dr,  Levine  has  been  a  member  of  the  IIT  faculty  since  1961,   He 
came  to  the  university  from  Purdue  University.   He  received  a  B.A.  in 
business  administration  from  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  in  1948,  an 
M.A.  in  1955  and  a  Ph.D.  in  1958,  both  in  political  science  from  the 
University  of  Chicago.   Dr ,  Levine  is  the  author  of  the  recently 
published  book.

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I     CHICAGO  —  "Currently  most  so-called  'creative  artists  '  are  living 
in  a  spiritual  ice  age,"  a  noted  literary  commentator  and  Highland  Park 
resident  said  today.   He  is  Stuart  Brent,  TV  book  reviewer  on  Channel  32 
and  book  store  owner,  who  was  one  of  three  panelists  discussing  the  meaning 
of  the  20th  century  in  terms  of  the  creative  individual's  response  to  our 
technological  age  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

The  IIT  alumni  association  is  sponsoring  a  series  of  luncheons  and 
discussions  on  the  20th  century  in  commemoration  of  the  university's  75th 
anniversary.   Mr.  Brent  was  graduated  in  1936  from  Lewis  Institute,  which 
merged  with  Armour  Institute  of  Technology  in  1940  to  establish  IIT. 

I      "Confusion  about  the  specti'e  of  science,  fear  of  a  technological 
Frankenstein,  guilt  about  racial  prejudice  and  warfare  are  factors

Burroughs,  Ginsberg,  Mailer,   et.  al.,  divorce  fractured  personalities

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from  the  social  milieu.   Filling  our  moral  vacuum  with  graffitti  is  no 
answer  to  the  modern  dilema,   A  meaningful  artistic  expression  is  possible 
today  only  when  an  artist  accepts  and  deals  with  the  technological 
implications  that  intimately  affect  and  give  shape  to  our  lives  —  to  our 
feelings,  thoughts,  and  aspirations." 

Mr.  Brent  is  the  author  of  Seven  Stairs  and  three  children's  books: 
The  Strange  Disappearance  of  Mr.  Toast,   Mr.  Toast  and  the  Woolly  _ 
Mammoth,  and  soon  to  be  published  Mr.  Toast  and  the  Hill  of  Gold.   He 
received  a  master's  degree  in  English  from  the  University  of  Chicago  where 
he  also  lectured  on  modern  literature.   He  has  been  an  associate  professor 
of  education  at  Chicago  Teachers  College.

CHICAGO  —  Record  totals  for  assets,  fiscal  operations,  and 
contributions  were  attained  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  during 
its  1966-67  fiscal  year  according  to  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  IIT 
president,  in  his  annual  report  to  the  board  of  trustees  published 
this  week. 

Total  assets  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  its 
research  affiliates  for  the  first  time  exceeded  the  hundred  million 
dollar  mark  at  the  close  of  the  institution's  fiscal  year.   Assets 
totaled  approximately  $105,696,000,  more  than  double  their  amount 
in  1960. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  also  reported  that  fiscal  operations  for  the 
year  ending  August  31,  1967,  reached  a  record  $49,500,000,  an 
increase  of  almost  $5,000,000  over  the  previous  year's  total.   This 
year's  total  included  $16,546,000  for  the  university's  operations, 
$28,741,000  for  those  of  IIT  Research  Institute,  and  $4,371,000  for 
programs  of  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology. 
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Research  income  totaled  in  excess  of  $35,500,000  compared  with 
$33,500,000  for  the  previous  fiscal  year.   Research  volume  at  IITRI 
reached  a  new  high  of  $28,331,000,  the  expanding  research  program  at  IGT 
exceeded  $3,751,000,  and  funded  research  at  the  university  amounted  to 
more  than  $3,490,000. 

,       Contributions  to  the  university  from  private  sources  reached  an 
all-time  high  of  $9,343,000,  almost  double  last  year's  record  figure  of 
$4,754,000.   In  May  of  1967,  less  than  24  months  after  the  public 

I  launching  of  IIT's  "Investment  In  Tomorrow"  campaign,  the  original 
three-year  $25,000,000  goal  of  the  drive  was  exceeded  by  $1,125,000, 
Dr.  Rettaliata  reported.   Subsequently,  in  June,  the  university  received 
the  largest  corporate  grant  in  its  history  through  a  $4.6  million  gift 
of  six  buildings  on  107  acres  of  land  from  Union  Oil  Company  of 
California.   The  property,  located  at  Crystal  Lake,  Illinois,  will  be 
used  for  educational  and  research  purposes. 

Contributions  and  commitments  received  during  the  period  of  the 

campaign  now  total  over  $31  million.  Dr.  Rettaliata  stated.   He

'  announced  that  the  fund-raising  drive  is  being  continued  to  raise  an 

additional  $7  million  to  realize  a  number  of  major  program  objectives 

that  remain  to  be  funded.   These  I IT  Campaign  Completion  Fund  objectives 

I 

include  a  $2  million  Engineering  Building  to  house  the  departments  of 

civil,  environmental,  and  fire-protection  engineering,  a  $2.8  million 
Physics-Chemistry  Building,  and  $2.2  million  in  support  of  faculty 
development,  student  aid  and  services,  and  program  resources. 
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The  president's  report  states  that  a  total  of  940  degrees  were 
granted  by  the  university  in  1967,  a  17  per  cent  increase  over  the 
previous  year.   Of  these  577  were  bachelor  of  science  degrees,  292  were 
master  of  science  degrees,  and  71  were  Ph.D.  degrees.   Of  all  degrees 
awarded,  675  were  granted  in  engineering  and  science,  167  in  liberal 
arts,  and  98  in  architecture,  planning  and  design.   Student  enrollment 
rose  from  8,133  in  1965  to  8,249  in  September  1966.

Completion  and  occupation  of  $3,200,000  Life  Sciences  Building. 

Near  Completion  of  $2,300,000  Arthur  Keating  Hall,  new  glass 
and  steel  gymnasium  with  swimming  pool. 

Construction  of  $4,000,000  Engineering  Building,  scheduled  for 
completion  late  in  1967. 

Completion  of  street  improvements  between  31st  and  35th  Streets 
that  included  widening  State  Street,  closing  Wabash  Avenue, 
laying  new  sidewalks  and  installing  new  street  lighting  by  the 
City  of  Chicago.

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Mr.  Perlstein  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  since  1935.   He  received  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  I IT  in  January,  1965,  and  was  honored  by  the 
students  of  IIT  in  1962  when  he  was  presented  with  the  Outstanding 
Alumnus  award,   Perlstein  Hall,  which  houses  the  administrative  offices 
of  the  university  and  the  departments  of  chemical  and  metallurgical 
engineering,  and  the  Anne  Perlstein  Memorial  Fountain,  which  is  located 
in  the  center  of  the  campus,  are  named  in  memory  of  his  first  wife.
